The Antioch grade school and the township high 
school received orders to dismiss classes on Monday 
afternoon due to an epidemic of scarlet fever. The 
schools will be closed for a period of two weeks, being 
closed until February 26th, unless future developments 
indicate a change

order. 

While there is but some half dozen cases in. the vil- 
lage, it was thought best by the health authorities to check 
a further advance of the dread disease. Practically all 
the cases areof a very mild form." 

Mr. McTaggart, principal of the/grade school, said 
there were but two cases reported from his pupils, but 
that there was an average of- about thirty absences, each 
day, mostly witli colds and coughs. On Monday, before 
closing school,. Dr. Warriner examined all the pupils of 
the gi-ade school and found very few cases of throat 
trouble. . • ...

Approximately 53 percent of the to- 
tal number of applications for automo- 
bile licenses which may be ■ ex- 
pected during 1923 have been re- 
ceived and ficonse' plates sent out to 
the applicants. - 

That is to say, at the beginning of 
this montli nearly half of, the auto- 
mobiles in the state were being op- 
erated In violation of the law, with 
1022 license plates on them. 

The automobile department of my 
ofllce has handled oacli day's applica- 
tions as they have come In and there 
is no excuse for anyone not having a 
1923 license. The law provides that 
the new plates shall be in use from 
the lirs^of January. 

If you will begin a campaign In 
your community to secure enforce- 
ment of this law it will greatly assist 
me in my ofhclol duties and aid in 
bringing Into the -good ronils fund 
quickly tho money due it. The small 
force of inspectors under .my com- 
mand will.bc-used to cooperate with 
you In this work as extenstvoly as 
possible. 

Every cent collected for automo- 
bile licenses goes into the good roads 
fund to be used for paying oft the 
bonds and interest and in building 
roads. Automobile drivers who fail 
to comply with tho law, therefore, are 
hampering to that extent the highway 
program.

WOODCHUCKS DAMAGE CROPS 
An unusually largo number of com- 
plaints of an abundance of wood- 
chucks and damage by tlicm have 
been received by the United States 
department of agriculture during the 
past year from points in the eastern 
states. These animals have also con- 
tinued to be dcBtnictivo in the north- 
•west to alfalfa and cultivated crops. 
One farmer reported that they entire- 
ly cleaned up 40 acres of wheat and 
10 acres of alfalfa and took newly 
seeded corn out of 2 acres of ground. 
Demonstration by the biological sur- 
vey of effective methods for destroy- 
ing the animals has enabled land- 
owners greatly to reduce the losses. 
After a demonstration In which one 
ounce of strychnine alkaloid was used 
to poison green alfalfa-lops, 81 dead 
-w-^vaoricJrtwJiw- were-found.

FROM BRADFUTE AND 

LOWDEN'S ADDRESS 
Ex-Gov. Frank O. Lowden said — 
"Judging by the past, business condi- 
tions are never good ujilesa the pur- 
chasing power of the farmer Is nor- 
mal. If we are to expect the return of 
prosperity to be permanent it will bo 
just 'n proportion to the extent to 
which the farmer a purchaaing power 
is returned to normal. 

"Cooperative marketing augura well 
for the ufture of the former Succeaa 
of cooperating marketing thus far In 
the United States has been phenom- 
enal. One of the farmer's problem's 
Ifus iu the fact that individually he 
markets hla produce with no knowl- 
edge of world conditions, while he 
pells 10 purchaaers highly organized 
will, tull knowledge of world's supply 
and markets. 

"The farm bureau movement la go- 
ing on In the most diatresaing period 
of American agriculture, and I marvel 
at the tew failures of county farm 
bureaus and cooperative marketing 
schemes. The movement has been a 
tremendous succeaa and no one need 
lose faith In his organization. 

"In Holland everything la done co- 
operatively (by farmers). Have^ finest 
and neatest liomea on farms In the 
world. Farmers of that country have 
yet a splendid example for the Ameri- 
can farmer." 

"When a large crop Is actually 
worth less than a small crop, some- 
thing is radically wrong." 

President O. 13. Bradfute of the A. 
F. B. F. said: "In 1913 the average 



crop. About 175 introductions of aoy 
beans were received from Manchuria, 
Japan, and China In 1922. Many of 
these appear to be of promise for 
northern ond central conditions. Sev- 
eral factories have been equipped or 
are being equipped with machinery 
for the manufacture of soy-bean oil 
and meal aa well as for various food 
producta, auch aa soy sauce, Hour, and 
milk powder.

The Blloxi variety, how- 
ever, on account of Its non-sbatterlng 
charactcriaticu, has done much to in- 
crease the popularity and acreage of 
the crop In the Gulf Coaat states. The 
Laredo variety has been found to be 
resistant to nematodes and wIIL It 
has given must excellent results for 
forage and seed production. 
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RECORDS ON 80,000 CATTLE 

PROVIDE VALUABLE FACTS 

In order to compile dependable 
data on problems of beef production, 
the United States department of agri- 
culture in the past four years has 
taken ercords on about 80,000 steers 
in various atates of the Com Belt 
When the work ia finished at the end 
of another year there will be records 
on approximately 100,000 steers fed 
for the market. 

In the territory covered — Illinois, 
Indiana, Iowa, Missouri, and Nebraska 
— most of the feodera are finlabed on 
corn and legume hay, or on corn and 
sliage supplemented with a protein 
meal. The kind of hay grown In a par- 
ticular locality usually determines the 
ration used, and a survey shows tlmt 
about equal numbers of steers are fed 
each year by tlieso two methods. 
Where clover or alfalfa is grown 
abundantly the standord ration Is 
corn and one of these hays. In other 
places, where most of the hay ia 
mixed, silage ia Included In the ration, 
and cot-tohseed or linseed meal Is fed 
ns a supplement to supply protein. 

The .information collected during 
the four years shows some Interesting 
comparisons of the two methods of 
making beef. To make the same 
amount of total gain required less 
time where corn and alfalfa hay were 
used, but required more grain than

Willfem Morley Writes From Hawaii 



Schoilold Barracks, II.'T., 
Jan. 25th, 1923 
To the Editor, Antiocli News, 
Antioch, Illinois. 
Dear Sir: 

Thinking that some of my friends 
back honie might bo interested in 
knowing something about the Hawai- 
ian lalauda, I take thia means to give 
them some llrst hand informalion, and 
at the Hamo time to recount aom.e of 
my cxpericnccB In the army. 

"When I sailed from San Francisco, 
on March 9, 1921, on the U. S. Army 
Transport Sheridan, for three years' 
service in Hawaii, I had no realiza- 
tion of what the future held In store 
for niD. I, like a majority of the peo- 
ple of the Untied States, had a vaEUO 
Idea that Hawaii was a tropical coun- 
try, Inhabited by cannibals or at best 
u group of half clvillzea people who 
had never hoeu able to keep abreast 
of the times, but Imagine my surprise 
■when upon my arrival, instead of 
grass huts and Hula girls in native 
costume, I found a city of many 
thousands, as up to date as any main- 
land metropolis. 

Honolulu, the capltol of the Hawai- 
ian Islands, Is a city of about SO.OOO 
population." It Is situated on the island 
of Oahu, the second largest of the 
group, which has an area of about 
GOO square miles. The island is an 




The climate of Hawaii has' a great 
deal to do with malclng soldiering so 
enjoyable. The temperature 1ms never 
been known to vary more than 20 de- 
grees during the whole year. From liO 
degrees above zero during the win- 
ter months the temperaturo. rises 
gradually until it reaches 80 degrees 
during the hottest months. The sun

32,000,000, tho dally per capita con- 
sumption has increased from sl.v 
tenths of a pint for every man, wom- 
an, and child to seven-tenths of a pint. 
This is an increase of nearly -17 per 
cent. 

These figures are Uiought to give a 
good Indication of the trend of milk 
consumption among all the people of 
the country. There are. however, vari- 
ations In different sections that may 
be attributed to various factors, In- 
cluding climate and the kind of popu- 
lation. Tho per capita consumption Is 
shown to be lowest In the Southeast- 
ern states, where the climate nuikes 
tho preservation of milk more of a 
problem than In the North, and wliere 
there is a large proportion of negroes, 
who are small users of milk. 

The per capita consumption of milk 
in cities varies a great deal. The 
large cities have a higher rate of con- 
sumption per capita than the smaller 
ones, with the exception of those hav- 
ing less than 5,000. The people In 
these villages and small towns are tho 
biggest users of milk In the country. 
The following list shows the dally per 
capita consumption in some of the 
important cities: New York, 0.70 of 
a pint; Chicago, 0.70; Baltimore, 0.48; 
Rochester, O.GC; Denver, 0.93; Fort
